The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach a scanning exposure apparatus and its method, among other features, 
comprising: surface position detecting means for detecting a surface position of an 
object at each of a plural detection points in a moving state in which the pattern of a 
reticle is scanningly projected onto an object in a scanningly and relatively moving state; 
and a control means for controlling the movement and the detecting means to perform a 
pre-scan measurement of the surface position of the object, prior to the projection, so as 
to detect an error, related to the detection through the surface position detecting means, 
with respect to each of the detection points, which error is attributable to a difference in 
pattern structure at the detection points, wherein the error is being used for correcting 
an adjustment by a surface position adjusting means in the projection.
